The  retiring  President,  Rev.  J.  Hawkins.  D.  D..  read  his  report, 
which  was  referred  to  a  Committee: 


Dear  Brethren  : 

Through  the  kindness  of  a  merciful  Providence  we  are  permitted  to  meet 
again  in  Synodical  Convention,  and  the  dictates  of  conscience,  as  well  as  the 
Spirit  of  our  Holy  Religion,  should  prompt  us,  with  one  accord,  to  a  grateful  and 
joyful  acknowledgment  of  the  blessings  of  our  indulgent  Heavenly  Father  be- 
stowed through  the  mediation  of  His  dear  Son,  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus 
Christ. 

The  year  now  drawing  to  a  close  has  been  one  of  general  temporal  prosperity. 
Our  fields  have  generously  yielded  their  increase,  and  all  secular  business  has 
prospered.  There  is  bread  to  the  eater,  and  seed  to  the  sower ;  there  has  been 
no  breaking  in  nor  complaining  in  our  streets,  and  surely  we  can  adopt  the  lan- 
guage of  the  Psalmist,  and  say:  "Thou  crownest  the  year  with  Thy  goodness, 
and  Thy  paths  drop  fatness.  The  pastures  are  clothed  with  flocks :  the  valleys, 
also  are  covered  over  with  corn  ;  they  shout  for  joy :  they  also  sing." 

And  as  temporal  blessings  increase  our  responsibility,  and  call  for  correspond- 
ing spiritual  health  and  religious  activity,  may  we  not  hope  that  we  are  prepared 
to  report,  not  only  liberal  contributions  to  the  Lord's  treasury,  but  also  a  deepen, 
ing  and  strengthening  of  the  piety  of  our  congregations,  and  a  large  increase  in 
the  membership  of  our  churches  ? 

One  event  has  transpired  since  we  last  met  that  chastens  our  joy  as  we  greet 
each  other  to-day.    Our  venerable  and  dearly  beloved  brother,  Rev.  Emanuel 


President's  Report. 


Caughraan,  died  in  peace  on  the  29th  of  December  last.  We  laid  him  to  rest  at 
St.  Mark's  Church,  in  Edgefield  County,  where  for  nearly  half  a  century  he  had 
been  accustomed  to  worship,  and  from  whose  pulpit  he  had  often  proclaimed  the 
riches  of  redeeming  love.  The  .Synod  will  find  a  melancholy  pleasure,  and  do 
honor  to  itself,  in  properly  honoring  his  memory. 

OFFICIAL  ACTS. 

Installation. — Soon  after  the  rising  of  Synod,  at  his  request,  I  appointed  Revs 
J.  F.  Probst  and  J.  F.  Kiser  to  install  Rev.  I.  P.  Hawkins  over  the  Barnwell 
charge.    This  they  did  at  Mount  Pleasant  early  in  November. 

Dismissed. — November  15  th,  at  his  own  request,  I  gave  to  Rev.  S.  P.  Hughes 
an  honorable  transfer  from  this  body  to  the  Susquehanna  "Synod,  in  Pennsylva- 
nia, in  whose  bounds  he  is  now  laboring. 

October  26th  of  the  present  year  I  dismissed  Rev.  John  D.  Shirey  to  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina.  In  his  application  for  a  certificate  of  transfer  he  says:  "Bear 
to  the  brethren  my  fraternal  greetings,  as  well  as  the  assurance  of  my  prayer 
for  their  success  in  the  ministry,  and  for  a  pleasant  and  profitable  meeting  of 
Synod." 

Resignations  and  Siipplies. — November  14th  the  Church  Council  of  Luther 
Chapel.  Newberry,  informed  me  that  their  church  was  vacant,  and  asked  my 
assistance  in  procuring  a  suitable  pastor.  On  the  16th  of  November  I  received 
a  similar  letter  from  the  Council  of  the  pastorate  at  Lexington  Court  House,  and 
shortly  afterwards  another,  informing  me  that  they  had  called  Rev.  J.  Q.  Wertz 
to  become  their  pastor  for  one  year,  and  that  he  was  then  on  the  ground,  and 
ready  to  take  charge,  but  that  Rev.  J.  H.  Bailey,  the  former  pastor,  objected  on 
the  ground  that  his  salary  had  not  been  satisfactorily  arranged,  the  Council,  in 
the  meantime,  assuring  me  that  the  charge  was  not  under  any  financial  obligation 
to  Rev.  Bailey.  I  wrote,  authorizing  Rev.  Wertz  to  take  charge,  and  stating  that 
if  difficulties  were  not  adjusted  satisfactorily,  the  matter  should  be  referred  t0 
Synod.  Rev.  Wertz  has  served  the  churches  of  that  charge  acceptably  during 
the  year. 

On  the  1st  of  November  Rev.  C.  P.  Boozer  informed  me  that  he  had  accepted 
a  call  as  a  supply  to  Macedonia  Church  for  one  year. 

On  the  30th  of  January  I  resigned  the  charge  of  Grace  Church,  Prosperity,  to 
accept  a  call  to  St.  Luke's  pastorate,  made  vacant  by  the  removal  of  Rev.  J.  D 
Bowles;  and  early  in  February  Rev.  Prof.  G.  W.  Holland  informed  me  that  he 
had  engaged  to  supply  Grace  Church. 

On  the  14th  of  June  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  Jacob  Steck,  D.  D.,  of  New 
Philadelphia,  Ohio,  informing  me  of  his  acceptance  of  a  call  to  the  Luther  Chanel 
Church,  Newberry,  and  enclosing  an  honorable  dismission  from  East  Ohio  Synod 
to  our  body,  which  entitles  him  to  enrollment  on  our  minutes  as  a  member  of  this 
Synod. 

Rev.  J.  D.  Shirey  on  the  21st  of  July  informed  me  that  he  had  resigned  the 
Beth-Eden  pastorate,  to  take  effect  about  the  middle  of  October. 

On  the  6th  of  August  Rev.  J.  H.  W.  Wertz  wrote  that  owing  to  increased  and 
continued  ill  health,  he  had  been  compelled  to  resign  his  charge  in  St.  Matthew's 
Parish ;  and  shortly  afterwards  Rev.  J.  Q.  Wertz  informed  me  that  he  had  ac- 
cepted a  call  to  his  father's  charge,  thus  leaving  Lexington  vacant. 
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September  27th,  Rev.  A.  R.  Rude,  D.  D.,  notified  me  that  he  had  resigned  the 
pastoral  oversight  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  Columbia,  his  resignation  to  take 
effect  the  first  Sunday  in  November 

September  29th,  Rev.  J.  F.  Probst  wrote  that  he  had  resigned  his  charge  in 
Orangeburg  County,  and  that  lie  would  vacate  the  charge  November  ]  st. 

Suggestions. — Without  assuming  either  knowledge  or  zeal  superior  to  the 
most  humble  brother,  I  am  constrained  to  suggesi  to  the  Synod  the  propriety 
and  expediency  of  inquiring  more  closely  imo  the  wants  of  our  Church: 

1st.  One  sad  fact  that  confronts  us  continually  in  our  efforts  to  bring  the 
gospel  to  all  our  people,  is  the  great  lack  of  ministers.  The  demand  is  far  in 
excess  of  the  supply.  Is  it  not  time,  and  is  it  not  our  duty  to  inquire  into  the 
cause,  and,  if  possible,  remedy  this  evil,  which  can  but  work  harm  to  our 
Churches  ? 

2d.  The  unusual  number  of  resignations  this  year  is  a  matter  of  surprise  and 
alarm  to  thoughtful  persons  even  outside  of  our  bounds,  and  it  must  result  in 
nothing  good.  The  fault  lies  either  with  the  congregations,  or  the  ministry,  and 
it  becomes  us  to  look  into  the  matter.  Is  it  owing  to  a  spirit  of  worldliness  and 
indifference  on  the  part  of  the  laity  ?  And,  if  si,  how  can  it  be  remedied  ?  If  it 
arise  from  a  secularizing  spirit  on  the  part  of  our  pastors,  or  from  the  fact  of  a 
lack  of  earnestness,  or  inefficiency  in  their  ministrations,  is  it  not  high  time  to 
correct  the  evil  ? 

3d.  Would  it  not  be  well,  and  would  it  not  stimulate  and  encourage  our  Pro- 
fessors in  our  College  and  Seminary  to  inquire  a  little  more  closely  into  the 
qualifications  of  the  Professors,  and  then  recognize,  in  some  suitable  way,  that 
which  is  worthy  of  commendation  ? 

We  suggest  the  appointment  of  three  Committees,  and  that  one  of  these  three 
subjects  be  given  to  each,  to  be  reported  on  at  the  present  meeting  of  Synod.

Report  referred  to  a  Committee. 

Rev.  J.  Hawkins,  D.  D.,  presented  the  report  of  the  delegates 
to  the  General  Synod,  held  in  Charlotte,  N.  C,  in  May  last. 

Report  of  Delegation  to  General  Synod  South. 

Our  General  Synod  met  in  Charlotte,  N.  C,  on  the  evening  of  May  25th.  Of 
the  delegates  elected  to  represent  this  Synod,  there  were  present  at  the  opening 
of  the  General  Synod,  Revs.  J.  P.  Smeltzier  and  J.  Hawkins,  and  Captain  G.  S, 

• 
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Hacker.  Rev.  H.  S.  Wiugard  arrived  on  the  afternoon  of  the  26th,  Dr.  0.  B. 
Mayer  and  Mr.  D.  B.Wheeler  on  the  morning  of  the  27  th,  and  Revs.  Dr.  Rude 
and  E.  T.  Horn  on  the  afternoon  of  the  29th.  Mr.  W.  P.  Houseal,  a  lay  member 
of  our  Church,  being  present,  was,  on  motion  of  our  delegation,  received  as  a 
delegate. 

The  representation  of  the  other  Synods  was  good.  Great  interest  was  mani- 
fested in  the  business  of  Synod.  Dr.  J.  G.  Butler  was  present,  to  represent  the 
General  Synod  North,  and  many  visiting  brethren  gave  interest  to  the  occasion. 
The  kindest  spirit  was  manifested  by  all,  and  the  sessions  were  profitable  and 
pleasant. 

Among  the  items  calling  for  your  endorsement  are  the  following: 

1st,  The  appointment  of  a  permanent  Committee  to  take  charge  of  the  interests 
of  the  f  reedmen,  and,  if  practicable,  call  and  sustain  a  Missionary  to  labor  among 
them.  The  endorsement  of  Howard  University  as  a  proper  place  to  prepare  col- 
ored young  men  for  the  Ministry,  and  Rev.  J.  G.  Butler,  D.  D.,  as  a  suitable 
teacher  to  instruct  them. 

2d.  A  Committee  of  one  from  each  District  Synod  was  appointed  on  Foreign 
Missions,  to  raise  funds,  which  funds  shall  pass  through  the  hands  of  the  Cen- 
tral Committee  to  that  General  Board,  with  which  our  General  Synod  shall  co- 
operate. 

It  was  also  resolved  that  the  Central  Committee  on  Missions  be  authorized  to 
select  and  sustain  a  Missionary  in  the  foreign  field,  through  the  Mission  Board  of 
the  General  Synod  North,  to  be  known  as  our  Missionary. 

3d.  The  subject  of  union  of  our  General  Synod  with  other  general  bodies  was 
discussed  on  Monday  night,  when  each  delegate  was  allowed  M  to  express  his 
opinion  upon  the  general  question,  as  he  felt  moved."  Your  delegation  did  not 
feel  moved  to  express  any  opinion,  and  therefore  were  silent.  The  subject  of 
organic  union  with  the  General  Synod  North,  was  discussed  by  delegates  and 
others  in  a  calm  and  dispassionate  manner,  and  the  fact  elicited  that  however 
desirable  such  organic  union  may  be  in  the  eyes  of  some  of  our  people,  the  time 
has  not  yet  come. 

4th.  A  Committee  from  all  the  Synods  was  appointed  to  ask  for  and  meet  similar 
Committees  from  other  bodies,  to  consult  upon  and  co-operate  in  the  development 
of  the  resources  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States. 

5th.  Richmond  Mission  is  in  a  good  condition.  Our  Synod's  assessments,  as 
they  have  matured,  have  been  met  by  Mr.  R.  G.  Chisolm  and  the  Central  Com- 
mittee.

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Report  of  Corresponding  Secretary. 

To  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina  and  Adjacent  States  : 

The  Synod  having  appointed  a  Committee  to  inquire  into  the  progress  of  our 
Students  of  Theology,  and  no  other  correspondence  having  been  required,  this 
report  will  be  devoted  to  matters  pertaining  to  the  Executive  Committee,  of 
which  I  was  ex-offi,cio  Chairman. 

1.  Your  Committee  was  "authorized  to  employ  a  traveling  Missionary  as  soon 
as  practicable,"  &c.    [See  p.  47,  Minutes  of  1881.] 

The  Committee,  therefore,  earnestly  discussed  the  necessary  ^qualifications  of 
such  a  missionary,  and  unanimously  resolved  (a)  that  he  ought  to  be  able  to  offi- 
ciate in  both  English  and  German  ;  (b)  must  be  an  educated  man;  (c)  an  unmar- 
ried man  is  to  be  preferred  ;  and  (d)  he  ought  to  be  a  man  of  some  experience. 

It  was  discovered  that  Synod  neither  had  made  any  appropriation,  nor  had 
any  money  in  the  Treasury.  The  only  funds  at  our  disposal  were  $201,  in  the 
treasury  of  the  Children's  Missionary  Society. 

It  was  also  agreed  that  we  had  not  yet  definite  information  as  to  the  field  in 
which  such  a  Missionary  might  profitably  work. 

The  appointment  of  a  travelling  Missionary,  therefore,  was  deferred. 

2.  The  $207  placed  in  our  hands,  inasmuch  as  the  opinion  was  expressed  that 
we  were  not  to  use  it  for  any  other  purpose  than  the  foregoing,  was  put  into  the 
Savings  Bank.  The  bankbook  is  herewith  submitted,  and  I  am  ready  to  pay 
over  the  money,  with  accrued  interest.  I  have  also  received  from  Rev.  Dr.  Rude, 
Secretary  Children's  Missionary  Society,  $49.10,  the  amount  of  contributions 
during  this  year. 

3.  We  also  resolved  to  try  to  gather  the  necessary  information. 

We  therefore  submit  the  following  items.  For  the  recommendations  which 
may  accompany  them,  I,  not  the  Committee,  am  responsible. 

4.  Graniteville. — Rev.  J.  H.  Wilson  asked  to  be  excused  from  further  service  at 
this  point,  urging  that  thus  he  might  be  of  more  use  to  the  Church.  We  begged 
him  to  continue  to  supply  Graniteville  for  three  months,  in  the  hope  that  some 
other  arrangement  might  be  suggested  in  the  meantime.  He  did  so,  and  his 
salary  for  that  time  ($25)  I  paid ;  for  which  amount  I  ask  Synod  to  grant  me  an 
order  on  the  Treasurer. 

I  then  wrote  to  a  prominent  member  of  Graniteville  congregation,  asking 
whether  they  could  make  up  a  school  to  assist  a  pastor,  but  I  do  not  remember 
to  have  received  any  reply. 

Subsequently  an  eloquent  appeal  for  aid  appeared  in  the  Visitor,  from  a  mem- 
ber of  that  congregation.  I  understand  that  the  congregation  has  been  supplied 
by  Rev.  A.  W.  Lindler,  under  Mission  of  one  of  the  Conferences.  Of  this  I  am 
glad;  but  I  think  here  is  a  case  showing  that  Synod  ought  to  define  the  province 
of  the  Conference  and  of  this  Committee. 

I  suggest  that  Graniteville  might  be  joined  with  Aiken  in  a  hopeful  pastorate, 
in  which  even  Greenville  might  for  a  while  be  included. 

5.  Aiken. — We  know  that  there  are  many  prosperous  Germans  in  Aiken,  but  we 
have  not  received  from  them  any  assurance  of  interest  in  the  Church.  We  have 
reason  to  believe  that  Synod  still  has  a  title  to  a  well-placed  lot  of  land  in  that 
city,  which  was  bought  to  be  the  site  of  a  Lutheran  Church. 
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6.  Greenville. — A  letter  from  an  esteemed  and  zealous  brother,  M.  F.  Ansel, 
Esq.,  states  that  there  are  in  Greenville  25  or  30  Lutherans,  or  of  Lutheran  fami- 
lies. It  is  not  likely  that  they  would  be  able  soon  to  acquire  or  build  a  house  of 
worship  without  aid.  Not  all  can  be  depended  on  to  assist  in  supporting  a 
pastor,  but  some  will.  They  will  entertain  a  Missionary  during  his  visits,  and 
preaching  once  every  month  would  probably  serve  to  hold  them  together,  One 
able  to  preach  German  can  do  most  good.  Prof.  Rahn's  unselfish,  unpaid  labors 
are  much  commended.    He  deserves  the  gratitude  of  the  Church. 

7.  Early  Branch  is  a  hopeful  pastorate,  under  the  charge  of  Rev.  Wilson. 

8.  There  is  no  prospect  for  our  Church  in  Port  Royal,  and  the  prospect  in 
Beaufort,  where  some  Lutherans  are,  is  doubtful. 

9.  At  Marion  Court  House  I  last  July  conducted  a  Lutheran  service,  baptized 
two  children,  and  administered  the  Sacrament  to  14  Lutherans.  Among  them 
are  some  who  love  the  Church,  and  have  been  true  to  her  for  along  time,  though 
far  from  her  services.  They  are  ready  to  assist  in  the  support  of  a  Minister,  and 
others  in  Marion  said  they  would  help  us  to  build  a  church. 

There  are  said  to  be  a  few  Lutherans  at  and  near  Florence 
Rev.  Dr.  Bernheim,  who  assures  me  that  these  two  places,  with  Sumter,  would 
make  a  hopeful  field,  has  given  me  the  names  of  ten  persons,  some  representing 
whole  families,  Lutherans,  in  Sumter.    For  these  three  places,  also,  one  able  to 
preach  in  both  languages  is  necessary. 

8.  There  are  five  Lutheran  families  in  Georgetotun.  Mr.  J.  D.  W.  Wrede  in- 
forms me  that  they  would  entertain  a  Lutheran  Missionary  if  he  were  to  visit 
them.    They  are  German-speaking  men  also. 

9.  Rev.  I.  P.  Hawkins  furnishes  the  name  of  a  Lutheran  family  at  Walterboro, 
of  two  at  Varneville,  one  at  Williston,  and  one  at  Allendale.  Mr.  W.  T.  Muller, 
of  Orangeburg,  calls  our  attention  to  some  families  which  still  remain  of  an  ex- 
tinct church  in  the  Fork  of  the  Edisto. 

All  these  names  accompany  this  report,  and  might  be  kept  for  the  future  in- 
formation of  Synod. 

It  is  essential  that  Synod  should  see  that  those  among  whom  a  travelling  Mis- 
sionary would  have  to  work  are  essentially  different  from  the  material  of  many 
of  our  older  churches,  and  more  like  the  foreign  element  of  our  cities. 

I  venture  to  suggest  that  the  President  might  be  directed  to  correspond  with 
these  points,  under  advice  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  by  person  or  deputy 
supply  them.  Respectfully,

Prayer  by  Rev.  J.  F.  Probst. 

Roll  call,  and  Minutes  read  and  approved. 

Parochial  Reports  were  read. 

Reports  on  the  State  of  Religion  in  the  various  charges  having 
been  read,  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church. 

J.  F.  Ficken,  Esq.,  read  the  annual  report  from  Rev.  Edwin  A- 
Bolles,  Chaplain  of  the  South  Carolina  Lunatic  Asylum. 

This  report  stated  that  the  Word  had  been  faithfully  preached, 
and  the  inmates  regularly  visited  during  the  past  year. 

Delegate  from  the  G-eorgia  Synod. 

Rev.  W.  S.  Bowman,  D.  D.,  delegate  from  the  Georgia  Synod, 
upon  presentation  of  credentials,  and  Rev.  E.  A.  Wingard,  of  the 
North  Carolina  Synod,  upon  motion,  were  invited  to  seats  upon 
the  floor  of  Synod. 

Dr.  Bowman  made  some  appropriate  remarks  of  greeting,  and 
stated  some  encouraging  facts  in  regard  to  the  Georgia  Synod. 

On  motion,  Rev.  C.  S.  Vedder,  D  D.,  of  the  Huguenot  Church, 
Charleston,  S.  C,  was  invited  to  a  seat  within  the  bar  of  Synod,  as 
a  visiting  member. 

Newberry  College. 

The  hour  fixed  for  the  consideration  of  business  relating  to 
Newberry  College  having  arrived,  Rev.  E.  T.  Horn  presented  the 
report  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  opened  the  discussion,  Rev.  Horn 
sjjing  the  condition  and  needs  of  Newberry  College,  and  urging 
Synod  to  take  some  immediate  steps  for  the  relief  and  future  main- 
tenance of  the  College. 
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Other  speakers  followed,  discussing  pro  and  con  the  general 
interests  of  the  College. 

The  report  was  finally  adopted. 

Report  of  President  Board  Trustees  of  Newberry  College. 

To  the  Rev.  Synod: 

1.  The  Departments  of  College  have  been  in  regular  operation  since  our  last 
report.    The  Faculty  continues  unchanged . 

2 .  We  bring  to  the  attention  of  Synod  the  fact  that  the  rate  of  insurance  hav- 
ing been  raised,  the  Board  is  compelled  to  ask  Synod  to  appropriate  $100,  instead 
of  $75,  for  this  purpose.  We  also  remind  you  that  the  second  installment  of 
$50  for  apparatus  ought  to  be  appropriated. 

3 .  The  Board  is  seriously  concerned  by  the  fact  that  the  patronage  of  the 
College  does  not  support  it.  We  therefore  appeal  to  the  Synod  carefully  to 
consider  whether  it  is  not  necessary  to  maintain  this  institution,  and  what  sacri- 
fices the  Church  is  called  to  make  for  its  maintenance. 

EDWARD  T.  HORN. 

After  discussion,  the  following  motion  was  passed: 

Resolved,  That  Synod  advise  the  Trustees  of  Newberry  College  to  appoint  an 
Agent  to  obtain  funds  and  students  for  Newberry  College,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  commence  work  as  early  as  possible. 

The  following  resolution  was  also  passed: 

Resolved,  That  we  will  invite  the  Agent  for  Newberry  College  into  our  con- 
gregations, and  that  we  will  assist  him  to  collect  money  and  obtain  students. 

Upon  motion,  Synod  adjourned  to  allow  the  Ministerium  an 
opportunity  to  meet.

Amendments  to  the  Constitution. 

The  appointed  order  of  business,  consideration  of  amendments 
to  the  Constitution,  was  taken  up. 

The  amendments  were  considered  by  items. 
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On  the  first  item,  in  reference  to  striking  out  "and  adjacent 
States  "  from  the  preamble,  a  Committee,  consisting  of  J.  F.  Ficken, 
Esq.,  Rev.  H.  S.  Wingard  and  G.  Muller,  M.  D.,  was  appointed. 

The  Committee  was  instructed  to  report  as  soon  as  possible. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting  this  committee  reported  as  follows; 

Report  of  Committee  on  Items  of  Reports. 

The  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  assigned  the  duty  of  considering  the 
proposed  amendment  to  the  preamble  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Synod,  ask  leave 
to  report : 

That  they  have  carefully  considered  the  said  amendment,  and  would  recom- 
mend that  the  same  be  rejected,  and  the  following  adopted  as  a  substitute 
therefor. 

Strike  out  from  the  preamble  the  entire  title  of  the  Synod,  as  there  given, 
and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South 
Carolina." 

In  this  connection,  your  Committee  would  further  report  that  there  is  a 
degree  of  uncertainty  in  the  minds  of  some  as  to  the  exact  status  of  the  charter 
of  the  Synod.  A  general  impression  prevails  that  the  charter  is  perpetual,  but 
there  are  those  who  are  of  opinion  that  the  charter  has  long  since  expired,  and 
has  never  been  renewed.  This  is  a  matter  of  so  much  gravity  that  your  Com- 
mittee recommend  ihat  it  receive  the  fullest  investigation  at  the  hands  of  the 
Synod . 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  Synod  appoint  three  members,  who  shall  be 
charged  with  the  duty  of  examining  into  the  legal  status  of  the  charter  of  this 
Synod,  and  that  said  Committee  be  authorized,  if  they  deem  it  advisable,  to  apply 
for  a  new  charter,  in  which  this  Synod  shall  be  designated  as  "  The  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina.

Chapter  V,  Article  1,  was  changed  to  read: 

The  officers  of  this  Synod  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President 
and  a  Secretary,  all  of  whom  shall  be  Ministers;  and  a  Treasurer  of 
Synod,  a  Treasurer  of  the  College  Endowment  Fund,  all  of  whom 
may  be  laymen. 
3 
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Chapter  V,  Article  2:  "Their  time  of  service  shall  be  one  year," 
was  stricken  out. 

Chapter  IV,  Article  6,  "  Secretaries  "  was  changed  into  "  Sec- 
retary." 

Chapter  IV,  Article  7  of  Chapter  II,  was  inserted  as  Article  S, 
and  Article  8  was  made  Article  9. 

Chapter  VII,  Article  1,  "  Recording  "  was  stricken  out,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  article  was  added,  "  and  shall  perform  all  the  public 
correspondence  of  Synod  not  otherwise  specially  ordered." 

Chapter  VIII,  Articles  2,  3  and  4,  were  made  Articles  5,  6  and  7 
of  Chapter  VII. 

Chapter  VII,  Article  5,  was  made  Article  8;  Article  6  was  made 
Article  9,  and  "Recording"  was  stricken  out;  also  "the  Corres- 
ponding Secretary"  was  stricken  out,  and  in  lieu  thereof  was  in- 
serted: "The  President  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  pro  tern.,  who." 

Chapter  VIII  stricken  out  entire. 

Chapter  IX  made  Chapter  VIII. 

Chapter  VIII,  Article  1,  after  "  Synodical  Fund,"  was  inserted, 
"and  Mission  purposes." 

Article  3,  after  the  word  "Ministry,"  was  inserted  "  the  support 
of  Missions." 

As  Article  4,  was  added : 

Article  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  separate  accounts  of  the 
Mission  and  Synodical  Funds. 
Chapter  X  stricken  out  entire. 
Chapter  XI  made  Chapter  IX. 

In  title,   "  and  the  Missionary  Fund "  was  stricken  out,  and 
"  and  "  inserted  after  Seminary  Fund. 
Article  3  stricken  out  entire. 
Chapter  XII  made  Chapter  X. 

Article  1,  strike  out  "the  Widow's  Fund,"  and  "and  the  Mis- 
sionary Fund." 

Also,  "  Recording"  stricken  out. 
Chapter  XIII  made  Chapter  XI. 

Article  3,  "Before  he  makes  a  final  decision,"  was  stricken  out- 
Article  4,  "  and  shall,  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of  our  Synod, 
connect  himself  therewith,"  was. stricken  out,  "and  upon  presenta- 
tion of  clear  credentials,  may  be  received  by  the  President  as  a 
member  of  this  Synod,  entitled  to  all  its  privileges,  and  subject  to 
all  its  requirements,"  was  added. 
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Article  5,  "  Ministerium  "  was  stricken  out,  and  instead  thereof 
r  Synod  "  inserted. 

Article  8,  "or  Conference  "  was  stricken  out. 

Article  1 2,  "  and  burials  "  stricken  out  where  it  occurs  the  second 
time. 

Chapter  XI V  made  Chapter  XII. 

To  Article  5  was  added:  "  Or  connect  himself  with  another  de- 
nomination. But  should  he  continue  faithful  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duties  as  a  Lutheran  Minister  for  ten  years,  his  obligations 
shall  be  cancelled,  and  his  bonds  returned  to  him." 

In  the  fifth  line  "  ever  "  was  stricken  out. 

Chapter  XV  made  Chapter  XIII. 

Chapter  XYI  made  Chapter  XIV. 

In  Chapter  XIV,  at  end  of  Article  1,  Chapter  XIII  was  changed 
into  Chapter  XII. 

Article  6  entire  was  stricken  out,  and  the  following  substi- 
tuted : 

Article  6.  Any  Minister  of  this  Synod  organizing  a  congrega- 
tion within  its  bounds,  is  required  to  do  so  under  this  Constitu- 
tion, and  present  to  Synod  a  petition  for  its  admission  in  the  usual 
form. 

Chapter  XVII  made  Chapter  XV. 

At  the  end  of  the  amendments  to  Part  I  it  was  moved  to  lay  the 
balance  of  the  amendments  on  the  table  for  one  year. 

Rev.  Dr.  Brackett,  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church,  Charles- 
ton, S.  C,  being  in  the  house,  was  invited  to  a  seat  within  the  bar 
of  Synod,  as  a  visiting  member. 

The  Committee  on  Seminary  Business  made  the  following 
report: 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Seminary  Business. 

The  papers  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  Committee  are: 

1st.  The  report  of  the  Professors  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  from  which  we 
regret  to  learn  that  the  present  session  of  the  Seminary  opened  with  only  seven 
students,  being  two  less  than  last  year.  Three  of  these  are  from  our  Synod,  and 
are  in  the  senior  class,  so  that  at  the  end  of  their  term  there  will  be  none  from 
our  Synod,  a  condition  of  things  muclrto  be  deplored,  and  which  urges  upon  us 
the  imperative  duty  of  active  exertion,  of  usinej  all  available  means  to  fill  the 
vacuum  by  sending  young  men  to  the  Seminary  to  be  prepared  to  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  the  ministry.  How  to  accomplish  this  important  and  desirable  object 
is  not  easy  to  say.  The  want  of  the  necessary  funds  is,  we  believe,  the  chief 
obstacle,  to  remove  which  it  is  essential  that  it  should  be  impressed  upon  all  our 
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pastors  the  great  importance  of  bringing  the  subject  to  the  minds  of  their  con- 
gregations, and  urgently  to  solicit  from  them  contribution  for  this  purpose.  We 
believe  our  people  generally  are  liberally  disposed,  and  when  objects  of  great 
interest  and  pressing  importance  are  brought  to  their  notice  they  will  willingly 
respond.    This  course  is  strongly  recommended  by  your  Committee. 

2.  Is  a  letter  from  the  Professors  of  the  Seminary,  to  the  President  of  Synod, 
urging  action  on  our  part  in  relation  to  this  important  matter,  which  we  recom  - 
mend  be  published  in  the  Visitor. 

3.  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  George  A.  Hough,  of  Florida,  asking  pecuniary  aid  in 
building  a  church,  which  we  recommend  to  the  consideration  of  Synod.

G-.  W.  Dingle,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of  Seminary  Fund,  offered  his 
report,  which  was  received  and  referred  to  a  Committee: 

Report  of  G.  W.  Dingle,  Treasurer  of  the  Lutheran  Theological  Seminary  Fund: 
My  first  Annual  Statement  showed  a  balance  in  my  hands,  on  November  1  st,

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Report  of  Committee  on  Conferences. 

Your  Committee  on  Conferences  would  respectfully  report  as  follows: 

The  Newberry  Conference  is  represented  as  in  a  good  condition,  has  met  reg  - 
ularly,  is  well  attended,  and  much  enjoyed  by  the  congregations.  They  have 
obeyed  the  recommendation  of  Synod,  and  held  during  the  Summer  a  Conferen- 
tial  Synodical  Sabbath  School  Convention  in  a  central  church,  in  which  the  very 
deepest  interest  was  taken,  and  it  is  believed  good  was  accomplished. 

The  Central  Conference,  we  are  informed,  has  met  regularly  on  every  fifth 
Sunday.  At  one  of  those  meetings  every  clerical  member  was  present.  Great 
interest  has  been  manifested  in  these  meetings  by  the  clerical  and  lay  members 
of  Conference,  and  by  the  different  congregations,  in  the  discussion  of  subjects 
connected  with  the  vital  prosperity  of  the  churches.  They  have  inaugurated 
measures  for  holding  a  Sabbath  School  Convention  at  some  time  during  the  en- 
suing Synodical  year.  But  the  most  interesting  feature  in  this  Conference  is  the 
zeal  which  they  have  exhibited  in  Missionary  work.  They  have  appropriated 
$20  to  Rev.  C.  F.  Bansemer,  of  Jacksonville,  Fla.;  also  $20  to  Revs.  A.  W.  Lind- 
ler  and  J.  H.  Bailey,  each,  to  aid  them  in  the  Missionary  work  connected  with 
their  respective  fields  of  labor. 

The  Orangeburg  Conference,  we  learn,  has  held  but  two  meetings  during  the 
past  Synodical  year.  We  further  learn  that  in  their  meetings  the  Word  was 
faithfully  preached,  the  regular  routine  of  "business  was  transacted,  several  inter- 
esting questions  were  warmly  discussed,  in  which  the  laity  entered  with  a  vim. 

Your  Committee  are  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  brethren  of  our  different 
Conferences  are  earnestly  engaged  in  advancing  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord  Jesus

1.  The  Committee  ask  leave  to  report  that  they  have  examined  the  report  and 
supplemental  report  of  G.  Leaphart,  Treasurer  of  the  Bachman  Endowment 
Fund,  and  find  the  same  correct,  and  all  disbursements  properly  vouched,  ex- 
cepting a  few  made  for  investments,  and  these  latter  disbursements  are  vouched 
by  the  secured  bonds  and  notes  which  constitute  said  investments.  These  bonds 
and  notes  have  not  been  exhibited  to  your  Committee  by  the  Treasurer,  because 
it  has  not  been  his  practice  to  produce  them  at  the  meetings  of  Synod,  which  are 
usually  held  at  a  considerable  distance  from  their  place  of  custody.  Your  Com- 
mittee would  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  be  requested  in  future  to  exhibit 
with  his  report  the  securities  constituting  the  new  investments  made  from  time 

2.  Your  Committee  would  direct  special  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  are  a 
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large  number  of  "Endowment  Bonds"  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  upon 
which  no  payments  whatever  have  been  made,  and  others  upon  which  only  par- 
tial payments  have  been  made,  and  they  would  earnestly  recommend  that  the 
Treasurer  be  instructed  to  prepare  and  issue  to  the  makers  of  said  bonds  a  brief 
circular,  setting  forth  the  great  need  which  the  College  has  for  pecuniary  aid , 
and  making  an  urgent  appeal  for  the  payment  of  the  bonds.  In  this  connection 
we  would  remark  that  during  the  past  year  there  has  been  paid  on  account 
of  the  "  Endowment  Bonds  "  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  and  sixty-four  dollars, 
leaving  still  outstanding  the  sum  of  five  thousand  nine  hundred  and  two  63-100 
dollars. 

3.  Your  Committee  would  further  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  be  requested 
in  setting  forth  the  schedule  of  assets,  to  state  hereafter,  opposite  to  the  entry 
of  each  investment,  the  date  of  the  investment,  and  the  date  up  to  which  inter- 
est thereon  has  been  paid. 

4.  In  respect  to  the  sale  of  the  property  mortgaged  to  secure  the  note  of  0.  L. 
Schumpert  the  Committee  recommends  that  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to 
confer  with  his  legal  adviser,  who  has  the  matter  in  charge,  and  take  such  steps 
as  may  tend  to  cause  the  property  to  bring  such  a  price  when  sold  as  will  largely, 
if  not  entirely,  protect  the  debt  due  to  the  Endowment  Fund. 

5.  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized,  after  conference  with  his  legal  adviser,  to 
make  such  a  bid  on  the  property  mortgaged  to  secure  the  debt  of  0.  L.  Schum. 
pert,  as  in  his  discretion  may  be  judicious.

Roll  call.    Minutes  read  and  approved. 

Committee  on  Missions  reported: 

Report  of  Committee  on  Missions. 

Your  Committee  has  in  hand  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  re- 
port of  Rev,  A.  W.  Lindler' s  work  at  Graniteville,  the  appeal  of  Rev.  G.  A. 
Hough,  and  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Schaeffer,  of  the  Virginia  Synod. 
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The  last  named  paper  relates  to  the  Foreign  Mission  work. 

It  appears  from  the  paper  first  named  in  this  report  that  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee did  not  find  it  practicable  to  employ  a  Missionary  during  the  year. 

It  also  appears  from  the  same  report  that  several  very  important  towns  are 
open  to  Mission  work  for  this  Synod,  and  a  number  of  other  places  of  less  impor- 
tance also  deserves  our  serious,  prayerful,  and  earnest  consideration. 

The  following  recommendations  are  herewith  submitted : 

1st.  That  the  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  be  printed 
in  our  Minutes. 

2d.  That  the  money  paid  by  the  Chairman  ($25.00)  be  refunded  by  the  Synod- 
3d.  That  Greenville,  Graniteville  and  Aiken  be  constituted  a  Mission,  and  that 
Synod  proceed  to  consider  the  subject  of  supplying  it  with  a  Missionary. 

Moved  that  the  choice  of  a  Missionary  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

4th.  That  the  appeal  of  Rev.  G.  A.  Hough,  the  application  of  Revs.  Bansemer, 
D.  D.,  and  J.  H.  Wilson,  for  aid,  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
5th.  That  Synod  now  take  into  consideration  the  subject  of  Foreign  Missions.

It  having  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  Synod  that  there 
were  several  lots  in  the  town  of  Aiken,  S.  C,  the  property  of  this 
Synod,  the  following  resolution  was  passed: 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  Synod  be  authorized  to  appoint  one  or 
more  Trustees,  to  whom,  if  such  course  be  legal  and  admissible,  the  lots  situate  in 
the  town  of  Aiken  may  be  conveyed  in  furtherance  of  the  original  trusts  under 
which  said  lots  were  purchased,  and  that  the  President  of  the  Synod  be  further 
authorized  to  employ  counsel  in  Aiken,  if  the  same  be  necessary.

The  brethren  of  this  Synod  miss  a  very  familiar  face.  God  has  called  His  aged 
servant,  Rev.  Emanuel  Canghman,  to  His  ever  blessed  home.  Rev.  B.  Caugb. 
man  was  born  January  9th,  1802,  in  the  District  of  Lexington,  and  departed  this 
life  on  the  29th  of  December,  1881,  making  his  earthly  pilgrimage  seventy-nine 
years  eleven  months  and  twenty  days.  He  was  ordained  to  the  Holy  Ministry 
in  1849,  and  from  that  time  to  within  a  few  years  of  his  death  he  labored  un- 
ceasingly and  untiringly  in  the  vineyard  of  his  Master.  His  labors  were  con- 
fined almost  exclusively  to  his  native  and  adjoining  Counties,  and  very  many 
precious  souls  have  been  led  to  the  Saviour  by  his  earnest  practical  exhortations, 
child-like  faith  in  Christ,  and  zealous  Christian  life. 

We,  as  his  brethren,  gladly  bear  witness  to  Brother  Caughman's  special  libe- 
rality in  all  benevolent  enterprises,  having  been  instrumental,  either  directly  or 
indirectly,  in  building  twent}r-seven  churches,  principally  in  the  bounds  of  the 
South  Carolina  Synod,  to  his  intense  interest  in  all  the  operations  and  develop- 
ments of  our  beloved  Church ;  to  his  constant  attendance  upon  every  Synodical 
Convention,  and  to  his  unflinching  fidelity  to  his  Saviour  until  death. 

When  the  physical  man  was  worn  out  with  labor,  the  spiritual  man  loved  to 
commune  in  private  with  his  God,  and  to  bear  testimony  to  the  fulfilled  promises 
of  that  Saviour  who  has  said  He  will  never  leave  nor  forsake  his  people.  The 
mortal  remains  of  our  deceased  brother  were  laid  to  rest  in  the  burying  ground 
of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Edgefield  County,  S.  C,  on  the  31st  day  of  December, 
1881.

4.  The  great  complaint  is  that  there  does  not  exist,  to  the  extent  desired,  the 
evidences  of  true  piety  in  advancement  in  Christian  life. 

5.  Your  Committee  regret  that  there  is  so  little  attention  given  to  the  subjec 
of  Missions .  They  respectfully  urge  the  formation  of  Mission  Societies  in  the 
various  charges  belonging  to  Synod. 

6.  In  conclusion,  we  devoutly  praise  God  for  the  many  blessings  we  have 
enjoyed  from  his  hands.

Lack  of  Ministers. 
The  Committee  appointed  on  the  Lack  of  Ministers  reported  as 
follows: 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  President's  report 
which  relates  to  the  lack  of  Ministers  in  our  bounds,  beg  leave  to  report  the 
following: 

The  evil  which  our  retiring  President  laments  is  traceable  to  many  causes,  of 
which  the  following  are  prominent: 

1.  A  common  lack  of  interest,  both  among  pastors  and  congregations,  in  behalf 
of  this  subject. 
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2 .  A  lack  of  available  funds  to  educate  pious  beneficiaries  for  the  ministry . 

3 .  The  inadequate  support  of  the  ministry  in  most  of  our  pastorates  deters 
many  talented  young  menjjof  piety  from  the  sacred  office,  and  leads  them  into 
the  other  learned  professions. 

4.  Underlying  all  these  causes,  is  the  lack  of  due  consecration  to  the  cause  of 
Christ. 

As  an  action  looking  to  the  gradual  remedying  of  this  evil,  your  Committee 
beg  leave  to  recommend  : 

1 .  The  setting  apart  of  one  service  in  all  our  charges,  of  the  first  Sunday  after 
Epiphany,  to  our  Colleges  and  Seminaries,  preaching  a  sermon  on  the  subject, 
offering  special  prayer  for  our  institutions  of  learning,  asking  the  Great  Head  of 
the  Church  to  send  more  laborers  into  His  vineyard,  and  also  take  up  a  collection 
for  beneficiary  education. 

2.  The  duty  of  Pastors  seeking  out  proper  young  men  of  piety  in  their  con- 
gregations, and  urging  them  to  consider  the  propriety  of  studying  for  the  minis- 


3 .  The  more  thorough  consecration  of  pastors,  teachers  and  congregations  to 
the  great  work  of  our  common  Lord  and' Master.
